Individual business owners may self-nominate or they may be nominated by an individual or
organization.

e If nominee's firm is a government contractor, it must have performed satisfactorily on all
contracts, and have had no terminations for default.

e If nominee has an SBA loan, payment record must be satisfactory and the loan must be
current.
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Nominees are evaluated on the following (PLEASE ADDRESS):

e Growth in total sales, net profit and number of employees.
e Participation in community projects and charitable affairs.
e Overcoming obstacles/adversities.

e Uniqueness/special attributes and use of minority firms as suppliers, subcontractors, etc.

The Delaware Minority Small Business Person of the Year will compete for the SBA’s Regional
Minority Small Business Person of the Year award along with the state winners from the Mid-Atlantic
Region.
